ON. H. F. GBEEN, chief com- 
missioner of lands and works, 
who returned on Monday night 
from the Interior, was in- 
terviewed by a Colonist represen- 
tative yesterday with a view par- 
ticularly to obtain his most recent 
impressions of the country through 
which he had traveled, and an account 
of the conditions as they exist. Mr. 
Green said lie had visited East and 
"West Kootenay for the purpose of see- 
ing what was necessary in the way of 
public works during the cdfming 
season, and of visiting the government 
oltices In connection with matters re- 
quiring the attention of the govern- 
ment. He had visited Revelstoke, Nel- 
son, Kaalo, Trout Lake, Ferguson, 
Halcyon, Cranbrook, Marysvilie, Fort 
Steele and Femie, among other places. 
The chief commissioner was asked In 
regard to 

Mining Operations 

which came under his observations. He 
was pleased with the prospects every- 
where. Among some of the cnangjs 
noted he mentioned the appointment cf 
Mr. George Alexander to the manage- 
ment of the Ferguson Mines, Limited, 
which controls the Nettle L., Silver 
Cup and other mines, and there is 
every reason to believe that the devel- 
opment of these properties will be 
prosecuted with greater vigor than 
formerly. Mr. Green remarked that the 
people of Trout Lake and Ferguson 
arc; very Jubilant over the prospects of 
what is locally known as the Long 
Tunnel being opened up. . The direc- 
tors have paid the district a visit and 
arranged for the commencement of the 
work, from which the people there are 
expecting great things. By running this 
tunnel it is proposed to tap the lead 
of the Nettle L., and the leads of sur- 
rounding claims at great depth. 

The Slocan District, 
generally speaking, though still quiet, 
Is showing signs of a considerable re- 
vival of mining. This In due largely 
to the utilization of the zinc values In 
most of the silver-lead ores. A number 
of properties that have been closed 
down are opening up, many under 
lease, and others are being sought for 
by practical minors in the same way. 
There is a feeling of confidence pre- 
vailing that did not exist before. 

Mr. Green was able to make the 
gratifying announcement that the 

Marysvillo Smelter 
is about ready to be blown in, and he 
says it is about as complete and up- 
to-date a silver-lead smelter as is in 
the province. One stack is complet ;d 
and ready for operations, and the other 
Is in course of construction. The com- 
pany has Introduced the very latest 
roasting plant, using the Heberleln 
process. The smelter will treat the 
Sullivan mines ore, of which there is 
a very large quantity on hand. It was 
noticed that there was also a quantity 
of Republic ore for Iluxlng purposes. 
Mr. Green stated that the smelter had 
been thoroughly reconstructed under 
the superintendence of Mr. Weeks, and 
might be looked forward to to give a 
good account of itself. 

The chief commissioner had also 
much pleasure In stating that the 

Sawmilling Industry 
was now in a prosperous condition and 
the prospects were very bright. Asked 
how he accounted for the apparently 
sudden change from a condition of de- 
| pression, he stated that the mills on the 
other side of the line were not now 
shipping to Manitoba and the North- 
west, as they had sufficient demand In 
their own country to take all their pro- 
duct at better prices. He had visited 
the mills at the crossing at St. Mary's 
river, at Pernle and at Arrowhead, and 
these and other. 1 ; are all cutting exten- 
sively. These mills are all on a large 
scale and are supplied with the most 
modern machinery available, by which 
the automatic handling of logs is car- 
ried to the farthest possible limit. 

The Fruit Prospects 
in the vicinity of Kaslo and Nelson are 
excellent, the chief commissioner re- 
marking that it was one of the most

AS TO PEACE RUMORS. 

Roosevelt Not Taking Initiativo, but 
Would Not Withhold Good Offices. 

London, May 10. — Sir Henry Mortim- 
er Durand, British ambassador to the 
United States, will sail for New York 
May 20. He has been a frequent visi- 
ter at the foreign oillce. but lie said to 
a representative of the Associated Press 
today that his interviews were solely on 
matters of small detail connected with 
official work. 

"As to the pence rumors," said he, "so 
far as I know then' is no indication that 
either ltussia or Japan intend to ask for 
good offices. Of course it is known that 
President Roosevelt, while not having 
the least desire to assume the role of 
mediator, will not refuse to help in bring- 
ing about pence if asked to do so by both 
belligerents." 



Big Yacht Race 

Start of Great Contest Across 
the Atlantic Not Made 
Yesterday. 



Three- Master Atlantic Is Now 
Looked Upon as a Likely 
Winner. 



Now York, May 30. — Eight of the 
eleven yachts which had been entered for 
the 3000-mile race across the Atlantic 
ocean for the .?">,000 cup offered by the 
German Emperor lay at anchor within 
the shelter of Sandy Hook tonight, for 
the start of the race had been postponed 
until tomorrow because of the fog. 

All day a dense mist bung over the 
Hook, and the sea outside, where the 
start was to have been made, was very 
thick. The starting committee had an- 
nounced that the boats would lie sent 
away unless the fog was too thick. The 
conditions, however, wore dangerous, for 
part of the time the crows did not see 
two hundred yards for the dense log. 
There was a line sailing wind, but it 
was too thick to send the boats awny. 

The start of the race had been set for 
l:lo p. m., hut at that hour only six. 
racers lay at anchor within the Hook, 
and tugs' and excursionist craft were 
gathering to have a look at them. The 
government tug Vigilant, with Commo- 
dore llebbinghans of the German navy, 
the Emperor's representative, on board, 
joined the fleet. 

The passengers cheered British, Amer- 
ican and German craft impartially, while 
the bands played the national anthems. 
Gapt. ('has. liarr was on board the big 
three-master Atlantic, and his record of 
victories, together with the fact that the 
yacht is speedy, led many to regard her 
as a likely winner. 

Meantime the foe held thick, lifting 
occasionally, ami giving the crews a 
glimpse of the Honk and the shore across 
the bav. At 3:10 the commodore's boat 
went alongside the Valhalla ami notified 
the Earl of Crawford that the race 
would be postponed until noon tomorrow. 
The sailors manned the yards anil stow- 
ed the sails. 

All are to be at the starting line to- 
morrow. 

As the night wore on. the weather 
gave little ho]"' to the watchers ou tin; 
yachts. A cold misty rain and fog 
wraps the bay. The forecast is fur rain 
tomorrow.

UFA, Russia, May 10.— Major 
General Sokolovskl, governor 
general of the province of 
Ufa, was iired at several times 
and severely wounded this morning n 
the public garden during an entertain- 
ment. The assassin disappeared. The 
goncrai's life is despaired of. Vice Gov- 
ernor Uogdnnovitch has taken over the 
administration of the province. 

St. Petersburg, May IT.— (.". a. in.)— 
The shooting of Gen. Sokolovski, gover- 
nor general of Ufa, yesterday, is the sec- 
ond crime of this character which oc- 
curred in Ufa, his predecessor, General 
Bogdiovitch, having been assassinated o'J 
May ip, 1903. 

Gen. Sokolovski, who as vice gover- 
nor of Orenburg, and later as military 
governor of the same province, acquired 
a reputation as a stern and vigorous olll- 
cer. was appointed to restore order in 
the turbulent government of Ufa, and 
adopted a repressive policy which long 
ago caused him to be marked for th; 
same fate as his predecessor. 

Numerous revolutionary societies were 
broken up by Gen. Sokolovsky and mani- 
festations were not permitted under his 
administration, and the last acts of the 
governor general were the dispersal of 
an anti-government club and the sup- 
pression of the May Day demonstrations, 
witli the arrests of many armed demon- 
strators. 

Warsaw, May 10. — There were dis- 
turbances in the Jewish quarter tonight, 
The police were attacked by n mob and 
forced to take refuge in the market hall, 
from which they shot and killed one and 
wounded another of the rioters.

Vancouver, May 10. — C. Sweeny, 
manager of tiie Bank of Montreal, has 
just returned from a three weeks' trip 
through the Kootenay, Kettle river, 
Boundary and Similkameen countries. 
Ho is very greatly impressed with the 
varied resources of the Similkameen dis- 
trict, and considers tho outlook in the in- 
terior generally most hopeful. He drove 
all the way from Spence's Bridge to 
Princeton over the government road. 
The weather was fine, the road in good 
order, nnd he quite enjoyed tho drive. 
He says the country is very billy, the 
tipper plateaux having a park-like ap- 
pearance with clumps of timber and 
open, grassy spaces between. 

Asked how he found business in the 
interior generally, Mr. -Sweeny replied: 
"Well, in some places it was active, in 
some places it was quiet, but everywhere 
the people are very hopeful." 

Mr. Sweeny appeared to be most im- 
pressed with the Similkameen country, 
as it was his first journey through that 
valley. He describes it as n country of 
varied resources from the lower end, 
where they grow magnificent fruit, hav- 
ing orchards of pears and poaches and 
fields of alfalfa, to Hedley in the min- 
eral belt. He said be did not see many 
new mines opening up, hut the old ones 
appeared all to be working hard and do- 
ing very well. In the Copper Mountain 
country they were very active, and the 
old Sunset claim there was working full 
blast. Among other tliiiiL'S. the people 
in the Similkameen are hopeful of devel- 
oping a coal mining industry. They have 
a soft coal at Princeton suitable for 
steam, and it-is thought that with a lit- 
tle further development, a good coking 
coal may be chained. 

In Cranbrook, which is a centre of 
the lumber trade, he found business very 
active. The town expects to become 
quite a railway centre in the near future, 
and the people there are very hopeful, 
Financially, Mr. Sweeny says, he 
found the greatest activity in the new 
districts of the Okanogan, where many 
people are purchasing nnd stocking par- 
cels of bind, and consequently there is 
more borrowing and expenditure than in 
the mining districts, where business is 
going along steadily. In the latter 
ir, there are good payrolls, 
though not booming, is

Vancouver, May 10. — At the Metho- 
dist conference today the clergymen de- 
bated with laymen as to the advisability 
of stirring up the congregations by re- 
vivals. The clergymen complained that 
the church lacked enthusiasm. It was 
thought that Socialists should bo brought 
in. Mr. Thomas Cunningham said that 
he regretted that the congregations were 
drifting away from the >pastors, and the 
church had not the influence of winning 
souls it used to have, but the practice of 
•bringing in specialists lessoned still more 
the pastor's iullucnce with his flock. 

Among other prominent speakers was 
Rev.' Dr. Itowe, who pleaded that the 
work would be more effective if all week 
round consistency prevailed and less sel- 
fishness characterized the ministry and 
laity. The world hungered, he said, for 
a place where love really could bo found, 
true brotherly love. The church was 
not now sufficiently leading the world 
with a great ideal, and was consumed in 
tinkering with its machinery, etc. 

The report of the temperance nnd mor- 
al reform committee was adopted, show- 
ing the strong attitude of the conference 
on this line. A committee will wait on 
the government with reference to the In- 
dian liquor law. 

A sensation was caused when Rev. It. 
Hughes took strong exception to certain 
statements alleged to be evade by Rev. 
W. W. Baer in Saturday's lecture. Rev. 
Mr. Baer took up the challenge. Rev. 
Mr. Hughes said a man holding such 
views should have no place in the Chris- 
tian ministry. 



PANAMA CANAL WORK. 

U. S. Officials Discussing Ways and 
Means for Hugo Undertaking. 

New York, May 16. — Plans for the 
enlargement of the terminal and dock 
facilities at Colon and Panama and the 
double tracking and re-equipment of the 
road, entailing an expenditure of $2,000,- 
000, was approved by the board of direc- 
tors of the Panama Railroad Co. at a 
meeting held here today. 

Washington. I). C, May 16. — Secre- 
tary Taft indicated to President Roose- 
velt today that some difficulty might Vm 
experienced in purchasing ships for the 
Panama Railroad Co. Already some 
ships which the directors of the railroad 
had in mind had been fonud to be sold. 

A question was raised as to the use 
substantially by the United States gov- 
ernment of foreign-built vessels and 
what nation's flag they would fly. Mani- 
festly under the law they could not fly 
the United States flag, notwithstanding 
that they belonged to the United Statei 
government, without coming into conflict 
with the navigation laws of the country. 

Secretary Taft said today that the 
ships if purchased would fly the flag of 
the nation in which the purchase was 
made nnd not' the United States flag. 
They would do a trade business between 
New York and Colon. As to the pur- 
chase of supplies of various kinds for tne 
canal work, the secretary indicated that 
everything possible would 1)3 bought in 
the United States.

It is now said that Mr. Gompers will 
suggest to the teamsters that they allow 
the team owners to do business with the 
boycoted houses. It is expected that the 
teamsters will accept this proposition, 
and in this manner the strike will be 
called oil.

"Slugger" Commits Suicide. 
Fearing that he would meet the same 
fate as G. J. Carlstrom, the woodwork- 
er, who, It Is alleged, was killed by 
"sluggers." has led John Mltterman to 
kill himself. He cut his throat with a 
razor while standing in the street oppo- 
site his dwelling and died two hours 
| later at a hospital raving against the 
unions. Mltterman, up to and after the 
time of the strike, was In the employ 
of Fred. L. Mackel, in whose stores 
Carlstrom worked, and one of the men 
on the list of those to be slugged, of 
whom Carlstrom was the first. 

The fact that he was to meet the fate 
of Carlstrom so weighed upon Mltter- 
mans' mind that he sent a letter to Mr. 
Meek a week ago saying that he had 
been followed by "sluggers" and was 
In fear of his life. An investigation is 
being made by the police. 

A consignment of new strike break- 
ers arrived in Chicago today; three 
hundred white and colored men came 
from St. Louis, Louisville, Evansville 
and other river towns. Another large 
gang came from Cincinnati, consisting 
of white men entirely. Nearly a score 
of the white men deserted after they 
reached the city, declaring that they 
were not told that there was a strike 
here. The strike of school children 
assumed larger proportions today when 
1,600 pupils of the Graham school re- 
fused to enter the building. The pupils 
of the Fallen public school also went 
on strike today when two loads of coal 
from the Penbody Coal Company were 
delivered at the building. The Fallen 
and Graham schools are adjoining dis- 
tricts. Messenger boys employed by 
the Postal Telegraph Company paraded 
the streets today shouting nt non-union 
teamsters. They finally became so dis- 
orderly that fifty of them were ar- 
rested by the police and put In Jail.

mission concern, who were on the stand 
all afternoon.

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I CONDITIONS AT FERNIE. 

Colonol Tracy, C. E„ Reports on New 
System of Waterworks. 

I Col. Tracy, C. E., of Vancouver, has 
just returned from a trip to Pernio, 
where he had been called to consult 
about the installation of a new sewerage 
system. Ho told a reporter that he had 
gone into the proposed system, aud found 
it would cost about $30,000, and would 
comprise about 2Vj miles of sewer pipe 
and necessary adjuncts, and include a 
septic tank about lit) feet by 00 in size, 
with filter beds. lie says the council 
of Pernio also intends shortly to submit 
to the people a bylaw to enable it to hj- 
stal a new system of waterworks. The 
Crow's Nest Pass Coal Co. has already 
a number of pipe down nnd it has noti- 
fied the municipality that it intends to 
enlarge them, nnd that it can attach hy- 
drants for a reasonable sum. The peo- 
ple, however, seem inclined to put in 
their own system entirely, nnd they ask- 
ed Col. Tracy to report on them. At 
present the water conies from Coal 
creek, hut there is no bead, and the sup- 
| ply is quite insufficient for lire protec- 
| tiou. it is proposed to bring the new 
simply from Clearwater creek, on the 
other side of the Elk river. The Colonel 
says the creek is splendidly situated at 
a height of about 2.'i0 feet above the 
town, and having so much fall would re- 
, quire no pumping. There is a fine, clear 
1 stream of water which maintains a fair- 
I ly even flow throughout the year. The 
| only engineering question would be in 
crossing the Elk river which would have 
I to be bridged to carry tho system. That. 
I however, would not present any great 
I difficulty. 

I The Colonel speaks as if he were well 

I pleased with tho appearance of Pernio. 

| The town itself has a population of 
about '2000 with populous adjacent set- 
tlements at Coal creek, besides tho neigh- 
boring towns of Michel and Morrissey. 
Many new buildings have gone up lately, 
and though a coal mining town it looks 
bright nnd clear. 

| Col. Tracy also went lo Ross! and and 
stopped over to get a view of the West 
Kootenay Light and Power Co.'s plant 
nt Bonuington Palls. He found them 
installing additional plant there to trans- 
mit electric power to Greenwood, J)0 
miles away. A current of 00,000 volts 
will he transmitted to replace the present 
unsatisfactory and uncertain electric 
power at Greenwood. 

Col. Tracy, while in the Knotenays, 
was asked to investigate an irrigation 
scheme in the Columbia valley, but bad 
no time to take the matter up, though he 
says that irrigation work appears to he 
very active in those parts.

OVERTASKING SCHOOL CHILDREN 

Report by United States Consul-General 
I'lUentlier, Frankfort . ( iermnny. 

Dr. Otto Dornbhieth, of Frankfort, a 
specialist in nervous diseases, writes 
against the practice of holding afternoon 
sessions In the public schools. in sup- 
port of Ins position lie points to the in- 
vestigations instituted among Hi, 000 
school children by the distinguished ex- 
pert in school hygiene, Dr. Rchiniilt- 
Moiinard. of Halle, who found that the 
mi m her of sick among il Iiihlren at- 
tending morning and afternoon .sessions 
was by one-half greater than among 
children who attended sessions in the 
forenoon only. 

I »r. I lornbliietli favors a morning ses- 
sion of live hours, giving n resting pause 
of fifteen minutes til the end of each 
hour. He says that the afternoon .ses- 
sions exhaust the vitality of the children, 
disturb their digestive organs and lire 
their brains. The afternoon hour', 
should be given to play, outdoor exer- 
cise nnd physical training. The seltisu 
motives of many parents in not wishing 
the children at home because they arc 
bothersome and require supervision 
should not avail against a reform which 
is necessary and beneficial for the little 
ones. The doctor suggests the estab- 
lishment of public retreats where the 
children who cannot he supervised ni 
home may spend the afternoon hours in 
the care of one or more suitable adults.

War Rates Advanced on Miip 
meats to Orient- Camosuu 



Steamer lyo Ma.ru, of the Nippon 
Yusen Kaishu line, nailed for Yoko- 
hama and way ports between the Ja- 
panese port and Hongkong yesterday. 
But if the Russian squadron threatens 
her way may not lie beyond Yokohama. 
The steamer had a cargo of between 
0,000 and 7,000 tons, mostly of cotton 
tlour and steel, including a large ship- 
ment for Tokio street railways. The 
passenger list was small, War rates 
were advanced on the cargo of the lyo 
Maru. 

At the present time war risk rates to 
the Orient vary from 2 to 3 Vi per cent. 
It all depends upon the date of depar- 
ture, the vessel leaving, character of 
cargo and destination. The bulk of 
business la being written at 2c, there 
is quite a bit of contracting at 3c, and 
a number of policies are even beln 
taken nt 3V(,c. 

Advices from San Francisco are t 
the effect that war risks from that port 
have advanced, and will continue 
rise as the danger of merchantmen be- 
ing captured assumes larger propor- 
tions. Shippers, In anticipation of 
higher prices there, are said to be try- 
ing to cover on future sailings. 

The Imminent possibility of the Rus- 
sian fleet turning up in Pacific waters 
has had Its Immediate effect on rates 
to Oriental ports. As already explain 
ed, a Russian naval victory would, in 
the opinion of well-versed marine In 
surance interests, lead to a complete 
demoralization of the steamship tralilc 
between this coast and the Orient. 

When the war ends it Is expected 
that a number of the seized steamers 
taken during the war will be chartered 
by Japanese steamship companies and 
some will be placed in the business to 
the Pacific coast. Mitsui & Company, 
a Japanese Shipping llrm, are looking 
to this coast for business, and an 
agency will be established in Seattle 
It Is probable that a line will be es- 
tablished by the company, chiefly of 
freight steamers, competing with the 
established Japanese line for the 
freight business. 

Steamer Nikko Maru, news of whose 
stranding at Pusan is given in yester- 
day's despatches, is a fine new steamer 
which was recently completely for the 
Nippon Tusen Kaisha line. She is a 
larger and liner vessel than the Akl 
Maru. which ran to this port prior to 
the war. 



CAi. OSUN AT 'FRISCO. 

Steamer Camosun, which was built 
on the Clyde for the Union Steamship 
Company of Vancouver, arrived at Siui 
Francisco on Saturday. She was dock- 
ed at the Golden Gate, Mr. Firth, of 
the engineering staff of the Vancouver 
steamship company having gone to the 
Hay City on Sunday to superintend the 
docking of the vessel, which will bo 
cleaned and painted so that she may be 
ready to enter service on arrival. The 
steamer Is expected to arrive about ttie 
end of tlie week.

The following graphic description of 
the recent tcrrilic earthquake In India 
is compiled from a letter written by 
John Mason, Esq., of the Indian civil 
service, stationed at Dharmsola, to 
Cuptaln C. L. Klick, of this city : 

I am writing this at Lahore, where 
all is still confusion; were it not for 
the military, things would be much 
worse. You will be glad to hear that 
Hattie (Mrs. Mason) Is much better; 
but I am afraid that it will be many 
a long day ere she completely recovers 
from the horrors of last Tuesday 
(April 4). 

The following short account will give 
you some idea of what we all experi- 
enced; 

I had ordered my horse at 5:30 a. m., 
and I was up and having my "tub" 
when I heard my "ayce" (groom) bring 
the horse round from the stables; I 
called out to him, saying that I would 
soon be ready. As I was dressing I 
noticed that the mare kept whimpering 
and seemed very restless — so much so 
that I called out to the "syce" asking 
what ailed the mare. He replied that 
he did not know, but that all the horses 
in the compound were in a similar state 
of excitement or nervous fear. It was 
about a quarter to six by this time and 
I was ready for my ride. Going out- 
side, I stepped up to the mare, patted 
her neck and generally tried to soothe 
her; In general she was the quietest 
and most gentle of the horses. But no, 
she would not be pacified. Just at this 
time It suddenly occurred to me thai 
the whole place seemed strangely still; 
none of the usual hum of activity thai 
one generally associates with early 
morning at a hill station. 

It must have been close upon 6 
o'clock when I felt a very slight shock 
of earthquake (slight seismic distur- 
bances are very common in the hills) 
but took but very little notice of It; 
tout the mare broke loose from the syca 
and galloped out of the compound. 1 
was In the act of reprimanding th« 
syce, when a most appalling peal ot 
thunder-like sounds seemed to swoQy- 
down upon us; again and yet again, 
wavelike It ■ came upon us. I cannot 
describe it; one can compare it to 
nothing earthly. For a few seconds 1 
stood aghast, then a scream from Hat- 
tie, a walling cry from little Bill. 1 
rushed Into the bungalow, and, hastily 
■wrapping them in some bedclothes, 
"carried Hattie and the baby outside. 
I was Just in time,; we were scarce 
fifty yards from the house when tho 
ground heaved and swayed; we wero 
all thrown to the ground. Again, wave- 
like, the shock came, and with it a 
deadly feeling of dizzy sickness; once 
more the earth heaved and down 
crushed our pretty home like a houso 
of cards. Shrieks and cries were now 
added to the appalling scene; our poor, 
faithful native servants, some of whom 
fear had rendered helpless, were bur- 
ied under the fallen debris. Poor Hat- 
tie had by this time fainted from sheer 
terror, while little Bill, strangely 
enough, had gone fast asleep In my 
arms. Rending crashes all around told 
me that my neighbors had not escaped 
the calamity. Suddenly, in a lull, 1 
heard, clear and shrill, a bugle call; a 
few minutes later It sounded again, it 
came from the direction of the polo 
ground. I at once determined to con- 
vey my loved ones thither. Somehow 
I managed to get my wife across my 
shoulder (still unconscious) and, firm- 
ly grasping her with my left and little 
Billy with my right hand, made my 
way with all speed to the polo ground. 
I had scarce started when again, clear 
and shrill, sounded the bugle call — It 
was the "fall In." How good it sound- 
ed; It meant help and safety if cour- 
age and skill could compass It. 

I had Just reached the Lahore road 
and was about to cross It when again 
the earth heaved and swayed. Burden- 
ed as I was, r fell to the earth, half 
stunned, giddy and sick. Again houses 
tottered nnd fell with resounding 
crashes; but this time, thank God, 
without that appalling reverberation 
which had heralded the first earth- 
quake. Once more I gathered up my 
loved ones and staggered onward — ■ 
once more yet louder and more shrill, 
rang out the soldiers' call — "fall in." 
Then I became aware of shouts In the 
distance ahead, and through the quiv- 
ering screen of dust raised by the fallen

At Mussorrle, the 
sight of the mountains absolutely heav- 
ing with a swaying, shuddering move- 
ment, struck the natives with panic — 
many fell dead from terror, others be- 
came insane and those who kept their 
senses fled fast and far and the true 
tale of dead cannot be known for many 
weeks. I have just been told that 
Major-General Walter Kitchener, com- 
manding here (Lahore) Is sending a 
relief column up to Dharmsola with 
food, tents and other necessaries for 
the starving and homeless Inhabitants. 
The damage in Lahore Itself is not ex- 
tensive in comparison with other 
places, yet Immense destruction 
been done. The railway station Is 
cracked and fissured, the waiting- 
rooms, dining-rooms, etc., being Inches 
thick in dust, plaster, broken crockery 
and other debris; whilst grave doubts

hall Is absolutely levelled with the 
ground — it simply collapsed like a 
playing card structure. Tho palatial 
centre of fashion the haunt of the 
wealth and beauty of the city — Mont- 
gomery hall— Is tottering to Its fall. 
That noble ecclesiastical structure — the 
cathedral — Is damaged very consider- 
ably; In fact, it Is impossible at pres- 
ent accurately to estimate the full ex- 
tent of the damage. No Europeans have 
been killed here, so far as Is at present 
known; the native deaths are under 
one hundred. Yet every house and 
building In the city Is more or less 
damaged — damage that cannot be com- 
puted In pounds, shillings and pence. 

At the hill station of Kasuli no 
deaths have been as yet reported, but 
the church collapsed and the line hos- 
pital was badly damaged. 

A iltting conclusion to this article 
will be a short pen picture of the city 
of Lahore. 

Situated upon the banks of the Ravi, 
a tributary of the Indus, It Is the capi- 
tal of the Punjaub province. It has 
a population of over 120,000. Modern 
Lahore does not by any means cover 
the area of the ancient walled city, 
which reached Its greatest size and 
magnificence under the Imperial Mo- 
guls. The Emperor Akbar enlarged the 
fort and surrounded the city with a 
wall, portions of which still remain. 
The Emperor Iahangir built the mag- 
nificent "Sleeping Palace" and the cele- 
brated "Pearl Mosque," and his mauso- 
leum still forms the most beautiful 
ornament of Lahore. To Ichan Lahore 
owes a palace. The last of the great 
emperors, Aurungrebe, built the "Great 
Mosque," meant to outvie the gorgeous 
temple of the same name nt Delhi, but 
falling short by reason of its formality 
and architectural stiffness. At the 
death of Aurungrebe Lahore became, 
more or less, a heap of inhabited ruins. 
However, the empire of Ran Jit Singh 
raised It from Its ashes and It became 
once again a nourishing city. In 1849 
Dhuleep Singh transferred the govern- 
ment of the Punjaub to the Fast India 
Company, and thenceforward Lahore 
became the capital of a British prov- 
ince. The modern city Includes Law- 
rence Oradens, Government House and 
Donald town; public buildings com- 
prise the University College, Oriental] 
College, Mayo hospital, Lahore College 
Roberts' Institute and the museum.

— Weird incidents at- 
tended the death of a boy named Wallis 
Allsop, at South Norman ton, this week. 
For four days doubts were raised in the 
minds of three physicians whether the 
lad was (load or not. Finally It was de- 
termined at the end of the fourth day, 
that whatever might have been the case 
before there was absolutely no doubt of 
death at that time and the funeral was 
accordingly proceeded with. One of 
the doctors said that he believed, how- 
ever, that the case was one of suspend- 
ed animation. While the body lay In 
the coflln In a front room four persons 
In a room adjoining heard a laugh. 

"That Is Wallis" laugh," one remark- 
ed, and all agreed on the remarkable 
resemblance, but they did not think of 
going to look at the boy. 

Another person says that while alone 
In the house she heard the boy laugh 
but said nothing for fear of ridicule. 

The boy himself was an extraordinary 
character. Last Christmas he told his 
parents that he would be In heaven be- 
fore the next Christmas, asking that tin: 
Christmas tree be not untrlmmed. He 
had for a long time been saving cop- 
pers that were given him, saying that 
lie was going to buy a cross for his 
grave. 

During his Illness he once observed,

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POLITICAL METHODS IN NOVA 
SCOTIA. 

At the time of the general elections 
it was considered remarkable by both 
sides that so popular and highly re- 
spected a representative as R. L. 
Borden should have been defeated In 
Halifax. The victory of the Liberals 
all along the line in Nova Scotia was 
not less remarkable. We stated at the 
time that such a verdict did not repre- 
sent the opinion of Nova Scotia any 
more than the return of seven Lib- 
erals from British Columbia meant 
that this Province was solidly Liberal. 
Of course, Hon. Mr. Fielding, a pros- 
pective successor of Sir Wilfrid, is a 
strong man; but Fielding's personality 
or the policy of the Government could 
not wholly account for it. There were 
other influences at work. Money In 
public appropriations was spent right 
and left. In one county there the ex- 
penditures provided for in the esti- 
mates represented 520 a head for every 
man, woman and child in the constitu- 
ency. It came high, but Fielding con- 
sidered it necessary to have the rid- 
ing. There were no extraordinary pub- 
lic works of an extraordinary charac- 
ter — a new post office, a wharf, a rail- 
way station, a breakwater scattered 
here and there; that was all. 

But there were still other influences 
at work. It Is only a percentage of 
voters after all who can be bought 
with appropriations and dollar bills. It 
was pointed out that by a skilful 
manipulation of the voters' lists it was 
possible to put off or on the lists, as 
it suited the Liberal organizers, hun- 
dreds of votes in each constituency. A 
Liberal Government Is In power in 
Nova Scotia, and its officials have 
the preparation of the lists. Need- 
less to say, the Liberal has an easy 
task in securing the franchise while the 
Conservative must run the gauntlet of 
partizan 'hostility. Hundreds of Lib- 
eral applicants are put on that should 
be left off, and hundreds of Conserva- 
tives are kept off who are entitled to 
be put on. It Is true, there is an ap- 
peal to the sheriff of the county, but 
he, too, is on appointee of the Gov- 
ernment and It is like appealing from 
one deaf ear to the other. It la, as a 
Nova Scptian remarked to us the other 
day, Ndva Scotia's peculiar form of 
political corruption. One Province is 
noted for its peculiar brand, and an- 
other Province for another. For in- 
stance, Ontario made a specialty of 
ballot stuffing, although It practiced 
many other forms of fraud. 

As we say, we pointed out these 
things after the election, but to cast as- 
persions upon the actions or motives of 
the great Liberal parly was considered 
a gross piece of Impertinence. Since 
that time, not BO very long ago either, 
there have been revelations In all the 
Provinces. Tampering with the voters' 
lists In Manitoba has been exposed; In 
Ontario corruption caused the sweep 
of Liberals from power; In Quebec in- 
ternal political discord led to the 
downfall of a Liberal Premier, and now 
in Nova Scotia the voters' lists are be- 
ing revised, VVe sec by a despatch 
In one of the Eastern papers that the 
Halifax County Conservative Associa- 
tion has caused 800 names, Illegally 
planed on the lists and voted, to be 
struck (iff. Eight hundred votes In 
one riding Is what the Englishman 
calls "pretty thick," and does not leave 
much room for wonder why Mr. R. E- 
Borden was defeated. It is stated that 
the work of revision is being carried on 
very thoroughly throughout Nova 
Scotia. That Is all very well. The 
elections are over, and the next are 
four years off. By the time the lists 
are required they will probably be 
stuffed as formerly, that is, if a local 
Liberal administration be In power. 
The Liberal-Conservatives were badly 
defeated In 1904, but they were playing 
against "loaded dice." 

EASTERN COMMERCIAL TRAVEL- 
ERS. 

Naturally the Eastern commercial 
traveler does not like to be taxed for do- 
ing business in British Columbia. We 
are informed in an Ottawa despatch that 
there is not a single commercial man in 
the East who does not look upon It in 
"mean, narrow and unnntional." It 's 
a very unpleasant thin;: for British 
Columbia who lias or had the reputation 
of being free and open-handed and broad- 
minded to he called Buch names, and 
especially by Easterners who make tlie : r 
.'•mall change in peii'iies and halfpence. 
We are told that "while it may bring a 
little money to the Provincial Treasury, 
it would also have the effect of dimin- 
ishing interprovincial trade, which is the 
ibest trade to cultivate and enlarge in 
iany country." 

We arc glad now that tho question has 
been opened up In this sonicwli.it 
brusque and not very complimentary 
way tlint the subject of "interprovincial 
trade" lias been mentioned. We are glad 
to know that our Eastern friends appre- 
ciate ifs value. They have certninly In 
the past, so far BS British Columbia l« 
•concerned, enjoyed it. to the full and 
with much proiit to tliemfielves. In the 
past, however, the benefits have been 
very pne-8idcd. Our readers do not 
jie-cd to lie reminded of the figures wc 



have giveu from official sources to show 
that these benefits of iuterproviucin I 
trade, qno of tho chief objects of Confed- 
eration, lias by circumstances and con- 
ditions been deaied to British Columbia, 
We buy largely from Eastern wholesale 
centres. There are no exact figures avail- 
able, but our purchases amount annually 
to between $10,000,000 and $12,000,000. 
By reason of our position and peculiar 
position we sell very little in return — a 
few canned salmon, a little lumber, no 
fruit, no minerals — we mean east of 
the Great Lakes. Wo are opening up 
a trade in Manitoba and tho Northwest 
for lumber and fruit; but evea in lumber 
wo do not find that our eastern rulers 
appreciate tho value to British Columbia 
of interprovincial trnde, inasmuch as it 
is the only industrial product in all of 
Canada that is not protected from com- 
petition from the United 'States, and for 
that reason our lumbermen have been 
for some time past shut out of tho only 
market in Cauada they have. Up to 
date, wo have seen no protest from East- 
ern commercial travelers against that 
condition of things. In fact, until a 
license wns imposed on their operations 
in British Columbia we do not know 
that they ever bothered their heads 
about interprovincial trade or how it 
affected us. 

There is another point of view winch 
has not been seriously taken into con- 
sideration by our eastern commercial 
friends. They have through the Crow's 
.Nest Pass 'Railway the advantage of a 
direct route into the Kootenays over our 
Coast merchants, and have also an ad- 
vantage to points like Nelson in freight 
rates, un advantage secured by the rep- 
resentations of eastern houses, who, of 
course, from the volume of their ship- 
ments, have great influence with the 
railway corporations. 

Then, again, the burden of administra- 
tion in this Province is n very heavy 
one, owing to the vast extent and physi- 
cal character of our Provincial domain. 
To mniiitaiii an equilibrium between rev- 
enue and expenditure it is necessary to 
tax every available resource wc linye. 
Our wholesale merchants, so very far 
from the point of supply, are obliged to 
keep large stocks of goods on hand to 
meet the demands of the trade. They 
arc taxed upon their stocks, as well as 
upon their premises and real estate hold- 
ings. They do not grumble at this be- 
cause they know it is necessary iu order 
to keep the financial "pot boiling." They 
did object, however, and we think just- 
ly, at being obliged to pay heavy taxeB 
upon their goods, while travelers from 
tho East, who paid nothing to the up- 
keep of government and had no stake 
in the Province, were allowed to come 
in in competition with them, and, as we 
have pointed out, under conditions which 
gave the latter a decided advantage in 
the markets of the Interior, especially. 

The Eastern commercial fraternity 
have had British Columbia so long as a 
preserve that it is now regarded as theirs 
absolutely. Hence, when they are ask- 
ed to contribute a small sum for the 
privilege of doing business, a sum much 
smaller than the local commercial man 
pays, we are immediately called names. 
We are "mean, narrow and unnntional" 
and everything else which the liberal vo- 
cabulary of the commercial man is cap- 
able of calling us. This Province, how- 
ever, has existed quite long enough for 
the exclusive benefit of eastern inter- 
ests. Reciprocity of benefits is what wo 
want and should have. Let the members 
of the commercial travelers' associa- 
tion study the conditions of Britisli Co- 
lumbia and its relations to the rest of 
Canada under Confederation, and use its 
influence towards having the incidence 
of 'benefits made equitable or our dis- 
advantages compensated for, and if they 
succeed they can come confidently to the 
Government and Legislature here and 
ask for the most unrestricted facilities 
for doing business. 

V., V. & E. AND G. T. P. 

The New Westminster Columbian 
neatly emphasizes the difference be- 
tween the treatment accorded to the 
V.. V. & B. and the G. T. P. in the 
House of Commons by British Colum- 
bia representatives. When the latter 
was on the boards not one of our mem- 
bers dare "cheep." The Columbian 
says : 

"It Is proposed to insert in the V., 
V. &. E. bill a provision that construc- 
tion shall be carried on easterly, from 
Cloverdale or vicinity. Up to the pres- 
ent we have been told by the gentle- 
men responsible for this provision that! 
it would have been an act of great in- 
justice to the Grand Trunk Pacific to 
tie down Its promoters In this way. 
Yet the V., V. & E. is asking for noth- 
ing but a charter, while the Grand 
Trunk Company held up the Canadian 
people for virtually the whole cost of 
construction.' 1

bylaw, on a fancy property two miles out 
of the elty, seems open to a ileal of the 
adverse criticism freely liearil on the 
streets.

pure luxuries outside the city limits and 
beyond the necessities of the ease. Ana 
now they want to increase the salaries of 
the start! Surely a time of unrivalled du'l- 
uess Is not an -opportune moment for these 
kind of extravagancies! Oue thing "rre do 
want Is un Independent auditor, elected 
annually by the ratepayers, from whom 
alone he should hold his appointment, and 
to whom alone he should be responsible. It 
would introduce a wonderful lot of care- 
fulness into civic expenditures. Put them 
to the vote and let it bo decided by refer- 
endum, ' '

TION. 

Mnrgaret Doland contributes to Harper's 
Magazine for May an account of a poem 
curiously composed in a dream by a person 
who hud never written verse before. Mrs. 
Deland says: 

A certain Mrs. Wnrrln, rather past mid- 
dle iige, charming, eminently sensible, but 
uulncllned to poetical expression, never 
having written a line of verse, suddenly 
woke one morning from a sound sleep, and, 
to her astonishment, heard herself repeat- 
ing the lines which I Iu.elo.se. She was ab- 
solutely dumfounded, because it seemed to 
ber that these words had no connection 
with her own volition; It was ns If some 
one was using her as a machine — a machine 
which rapidly and smoothly ground out, so 
to apeak, this poem. When it ran down 
(one involuntarily uses mechanical terms), 
she nrose, nnd hurrying to her husband's 
room, awoke him, and, opening her lips, 
again heard these two verses. Mr. Warrln, 
knowing that she had no experience In 
poetic expression, was as astonished as she. 
She copied the poem, simply as a matter of 
curiosity; but when I read It I asked her to 
let me have it, because It did seem to me 
to hnvo merit, apart, as I say, from the 
(jueer circumstances of Its production. I 
may add that, so far from baring a cod 
and childless life, "rent in twain by sobs," 
Mrs. Warrln Is the mother of a fine son, a 
woman of snne and cheerful interest in 
life, and as far removed from morbidness 
as you can Imagine. In fact, the poem Is so 
entirely impersonal to Mrs. Warrln that 
she finds the circumstances amusing, and is 
not inclined to take the verses seriously. 

Here Is the poem: 

In my dim room two tapestries there are, 

close hanging to the wall; 
On one, bright colors flame and goldeu 

gleams, 

And from it, in the half-light of my days, 
I think I hear the low, soft laughter of 

sweet love, 
The merry cry of children — mine, the 

shouts of boys at play; 
Then clash of swords, and murmurs of 

great crowds, 
And acclamations high, and loud and 

strong — 
My life— that longed to he. 

The other, pale and sombre In the shadow 
falls, 

I scarce can tell what faint design is 

traced upon Its folds; 
Dim shades there ore, which slowly move 
la misty waves the wall along; 
So cold, so dark --no hive, no life, no 

sound — 

Hark, silence shivers, rent lu twain by 
sobs — my own. 

It would be Interesting to know how com- 
mon this sort of thing really is. The 
verses certainly contain traces of genuine 
poetry.

Inspector Submits to Council a 
Proposal to Remedy the 
Grievance. 



At Monday evening's meeting of tho 
city rouucil the sewerage inspector, Her- 
bert F. Shade, submitted a recounnendu* 
tion bearing on the question of regulat- 
ing tho matter of drainage flowing into 
the Arm above Point EHice bridge which 
possesses a considerable amount of gen- 
eral public interest. The fact that tho 
Arm and the Gorge are points of especial 
interest to tourists and are frequented 
by very large crowds during the summer 
months renders it obvious that it would 
be extremely unwise to allow any unsani- 
tary conditions to exist if it is possible 
to effect a remedy, 'i'lie report, which 
will be discllBSOdf at a meeting of the 
board of works to be hold this evening, 
is as follows: 

Gentlemen— I beg te direct the attention 
of your honorable body to the necessity ot 
an Immediate remedy tor the abatement of 
the nuisance caused by the large amount of 
crude sewage matter discharging Into the 
waters of Victoria arm above 1'olut Elllce 
bridge. 

There being In the neighborhood of about 
80 residences which drain directly Into the 
arm, It is needless to say that the 
existence of this Is far from the condition 
that Is desired, as the arm Is one of the 
chief centres of attraction from a tourist 
standpoint, as well as a pleasure resort for 
our eltlaens for houtlng and bathing pur- 
poses. 

To remedy this condition I would recom- 
mend that the Sewers Bylaw be amended 
so as to require al' persons draining Into 
the water of Victoria arm to Install septic 
tanks on their drainage Osteins, which 
would mean the average expenditure ot 
about $00 for the owner of each house. 

This would bring about the desired 
change, that is, Instead of the sewage mat- 
ter of about oOO persons discharging Into 
the arm, there would only be the clarified 
effluent of septic tanks, which would 
readily be diluted In the 'large body of 
water In the arm and aided by the disper- 
sion caused by the tldeB. 

It might be suggested that InBtead of the 
septic tank method It might be belter to

■ Mr. B. S. Jenkins, general superinten- 
dent of the Canadian Pacific Teiegrnphs, 
between Port Arthur and the Pacific 
Coast, with headquarters at Winnipeg, 
is in the city. "Because of increased 
business we are stringing another copper 
wire between Winnipeg and Vancouver," 
Mr. Jenkins stated in an interview. 
"There are two at present, and when 
the new one is ready in a couple of 
months the company will then be in a 
better position to take care of the busi- 
ness. The necessity of another through 
wire is an indication of the growth of 
the coast districts, anil business will be 
facilitated considerably. The wire will 
be worked through Calgary, whore there 
will be an automatic roptating station." 

In the middle west, the company is fol- 
lowing up development, .installing addi- 
tional wires in the older portions, and 
extending the telegraph service to the 
sections which are being newly settled. 
Each year for several years past addi- 
tional wires have been strung. Another 
wire has been installed in the Crow's 
Nest, connecting Hast and West Kdota- 
nay and Alberta, and another between 
Cranbrook and Calgary. This will be 
the district Mr. Jenkins, will inspect on 
his return trip. 

On the way West, in company with 
Mr. James Wilson, superintendent at 
Vancouver, who went up tiie line to meet 
him, be went down through the Okana- 
gan. At present there is a government 
line between Kelowna and Vernon, 
which is used by both telephone and 
telegraph, nnd it is not improbable that 
this may be extended to Pentictou. 

"Two heavy copper wires aro being 
placed between Winnipeg and Minnea- 
polis," said Mr. Jenkins, "and by the 
new direct 'Soo' line the company will 
have two alternate lines to Montreal. 
This will be convenient in the event af 
any interference with through telegraphic 
communication via the line on the north 
shore of Lake Superior. We have also 
a direct line via Chicago, connection be- 
ing made with the postal system at 
Minneapolis. 

"My trip to tho Coast is one of in- 
spection, and I have found everything 
very satisfactory. 1 shall return to Win- 
nipeg via the Kootenay." 

Mr. Jenkins stated that business over 
the Pacific cable, which has its 1$. C. 
terminus nt Bamlield, is increasing. Most 
of the business is between England and 
Australia, but many messages arc being 
received from American cities."

■ Day against the the Vancouver Bowing 
Club and the University of Washington. 
It was decided that the "Big Four," com- 
posed of W. W. Wilson (stroke), Dlllu- 
bough, Kennedy and Jesse (bow), would 
-compete against the University of Wash- 
ington. Two crews were selected to go 
against Vancouver. The crews are very 
strong and from the showing made at the 
regatta last Saturday they should give a 
good account of themselves. 

The two crews to row against Vancou- 
ver will be a crew stroked by Donaldson 
and one by McLean. Donaldson's crew la 
composed of Donaldson (stroke), Browne, 
Austin and Simpson. The other 
■crew will be McLean (stroke), Andrews, 
Jcuklnson and Dresser (bow). Donaldson, 
who strokes one of the crews, Is n very 
chunky young fellow, with a good stroke 
and plenty of grit. Simpson, his bow 
man, is practically a novice at racing, this 
"being his second season; but Judging by the 
way he steered the boat on Saturday, he 
will make a valuable member of the crew. 
Brown, at No. 3, was a member of last 
year's Junior crew, and 1a a good man. 
Austin Is another unknown guantlty, us 
far as the Junior fours are concerned, but 
Is a very steady and reliable man, and 
can be depended on to put every ounce of 
muscle he possesses Into the oar. McLean's 
crew is composed of a lot of good men, 
and they should be well able to look after 
the Interests of the club.

Whore is Nogi? The solution of that 
iiuestion means much to Russia. Tin 
armies of Linerltcb, with Harbin twen- 
ty-five miles away as a bast', are in po- 
sition between Chungtu, a station on the 
Chinese-Eastern Railway, otherwise call 
ed Ytt-shih-cheiig-tzu, an unwalled city 
seven miles north of the Willow Palis- 
ade, :>41 miles north of Daluy by rail, 
and ICirin, capital of the province of the 
.same name, lying on the left bank of the 
Sungari, and bousing 150,000 within its 
walls of mud and timber with towered 
gates at the four points of the compass. 
The line between the two points, over 
which n military railway has been built 
is thirty miles long. Extensive earth- 
works were made mouths ago, the po- 
sition being selected, as were those at 
Liuoyang, Sim ho. Mukden and Tiding, 
with seeming prophetic knowledge of 
necessity. 

Before this position the armies of 
Ivaucing in the old-time 
tell won previous battles, 
ipiug movement this time 
■eater strategy than that 
buttle of Mukden. When 
the army of the Y/nlu under Kawamura 
.appeared in the Sbingking district far 
to the Uussinn left after a march 
through the valley of the Chicu-shau 
(The ThoiKsanil Peaks), and the array of 
Nogi, with forwd inarches that taxed the 
eudiiru in e of the soldiers, appeared tn 
I he right rear strategists were surpris- 
ed. Now a more hazardous feat is be- 
ing attempted, if rumors drifting through 
the serpen of Japanese secrecy are true. 

In mails received in the city within 
the pust few days reports are given of :i 
inarch through Mongolia with Tsi-tsi- 
har as nn objective. Nogi, conqueror of 
Port Arthur, with a light marching force 
«>f his veterans, is seeking to accomplish 
the tent. Seemingly, Nogi has left his 
heavy artillery, the mortars and heavy 
guns which lie brought from before Port 
Arthur, with Oku — he who leads the 
forces which have been given the work 
of battering the enemy's centre while 
tho armies of Kuroki, Kawnmuru and 
Nogi swing on the Hanks and carry out 
the enveloping movements which have 
been so successful. The roads of Mon- 
golia, if the desert paths traversing the 
great wastes of that section of the big 



Chinese province can 1>e called plains, 
are in good condition at this season, and 
the army will have a better opportunity 
of carrying its stores, for, of necessity, it 
must carry them. An army cannot live 
from tho country there, as is possible in 
summer in Manchuria. Therefore great 
lines of bullock carts will have to be 
taken, and the army will be more or less 
impeded. However, those carts can 
make from 'J5 to 30 miles a day in forced 
marches — some were known to make -10 
miles a day when bringing ammunition 
to Linoyaug. 

It will be a dilTlrnit march, though, 
and if Nogi can reach Tsi-tsi-har with 
his army he will have accomplished one 
of the greatest forced marches in his- 
tory. Tsi-tsi-har, the objective he is 
said to be seeking, is on the Nonui river. 
It is an important station — of the sec- 
ond class — on the Trans-Siberian Itnii- 
way. (A second class station has accom- 
modation for 21 locomotives.) With ;t 
Japanese army holding this point on the 
Nonni, over which the railway crosses on 
a bridge 711 yards long, the Russian 
armies in Manchuria would be complete- 
ly cut off; Vladivostok would he isolated 
as surely as was Port Arthur, Tsi-tsi- 
har is Hill miles nearer the European 
frontier than Harbin, where the Russian 
armies arc concentrating nnd where the 
base for the fighting expected in the near 
future is placed. With Tsi-tsi-har held 
by Nogi no reinforcements could be sent 
to r.iuevitch, unless by forced marches. 
! The weaker Russian forces would then 
soon fall; defeat would be but a matter 
of t ime. 

. Tsi-tsi-har is the capital of the pro- 
vince of Hei-lung-cheng. The city proper 
I Is three miles from the Nonni river in a 
- great sandy plain, with walls of mud 
I riveted with timber. Its population is 
50,000. Oxen, sheep and pigs are bred in 
I numbers on the neighboring plains ami 
j prior to the war were exported by the 
Mongols to Russian territory via Aigun, 
I 250 miles away. The surrounding coun- 
try is a rolling plain, with many brack- 
ish lakes. The plains are covered with 
high grass nnd huts of Solon Manchus 
ami Mongols are scattered about the 
prairies. 

News of this movement will doubtless 
he awiiite.l with interest. C'nless Rojest- 
vensky is abb' to -_r ; i iii command of the 
sen from Togo the accomplishment of 
this march would spell final victory for 
J a pan.

JAPANESE SCHOONERS. 

Alleged Fish Poachers to Be Sent From 
Yokohama to Alaskan Waters. 

Advices have been received from Yo- 
kohama that three Japanese schooners 
arc being titled out in Yokohama to come 
to Alaskan waters on a lishiug cruise. 
With regard to the projected cruise of 
the Japanese vessels, the Seattle Times 
says: Inasmuch as there is now a pro- 
tost on the same subject lodged with the 
secretary of the interior which emanated 
from the const packers, it is thought in 
several quarters that steps will be taken 
by the authorities to prevent the intend- 
ed operations of the energetic Japanese. 

This illegal fishing is held in plain 
English to lie "poaching," nothing more 
or less. The government has placed cer- 
tain barriers around its Alaska fishing 
districts which the outside world is sup- 
posed tn obey. The Japanese sent at 
least ime vessel across the Pacific lasc 
year, succeeded in getting a big curgo, 
sailed back tn the island kingdom, and 
cleared what to them would appear im- 
mense profits on their operations. It is 
a general belief that this chance of pros- 
pective gain, more than the average Jap- 
anese laborer would earn in his Own 
country during an ordinary life time, lias 



been the main incentive to fitting out 
these poaching craft. 

According to the letter which Mr. 
Clnrko of Seattle has in his possession, 
these three schooners are now ready to 
clear away on the voyage. They were 
outfitted thoroughly to catch, pack and 
return to Japan with a cargo of salmon 
all ready to be placed on the market. 

In the same letter it- is stated that 
the fishing licet was preparing to sail 
to the Kamchatka grounds in June, al- 
though in view of the probable move- 
ments of the Baltic fleet the possible suc- 
cess of fishing there this year is held to 
be extremely doubtful.
